^Persons on all Ihe northern end of 
10 western hemisphere, nearly all of 
frica, southwestern Europe, the At- 
mtic and the eastern Pacific will be 
ale lo watch the moon pass Ihrough 
ic shadow cast by the earth from the 
un's rays. 'Ihe accompanying sketch 
low how the eclipse occurs. 
Glowing a dull red from lighl rc- 
racted by the earth's atmosphere, the 
itellite will cnler Ihe oulcr shadow 
f ,thc earth al 9:15 p. m. H will then 


S slowly through the dark inner 


hadow and then the outer shadow 
gain until, at 2:43 a, m., it will be 
ntirely in Ihe clear. 
Notice thai Ihe earlh, because it is 
mailer than the sun, casts a double 
tiadow, the outer shadow being called 
10 penumbra, where part of the sun's i 
ght is still visible, and the inner part' 
ailed the umbra. As Ihe moon passes 
irough the umbra, the sun is entirely 
lidden from it, and the only light that 
s apparent is lhat which is refracted 
>y the earth's atmosphere and 
de-

Sweet potatoes can be planted in 


early July and give fair returns. If 
possible, plants from disease free seed 
should he used. The crob can be used 
as food for the family and the culls as 
feed for livestock, relates Miss Helen 
Griffin, home demonstration agent. 


Gocd land should he used for late 


ploiitings of sweet potatoes, since lack 
of fertility can cut 
down the yield. 


Part of Ihe crop can be started from 
.slips and later vine cuttings can be 
made to complete the plantings. 


Swcel potatoes, if given good care, 


are one of the best crops both for 
food and feed purposes
